ALGIERS (UPI) — Fighting 
continued today along the Moroc 
can-Algerian 
border, 
although 
both 
nations have agreed

meet for truce talks. 


(Moroccan military sources in 
M arrakech said Moroccan troop 
defending 
the 
Sahara 
Desert 
outpost of Hassi Beida killed 60 
Algerians 
and 
captured 
IOO 
others yesterday in repulsing an 
unsuccessful 
Algerian 
attack. 
There was no confirmation of 
the

from

sources. It was the highest one- 
day casualty toll announced so 
far in the three-week old con­ 
flict.

JP Backs 


Constitution 


Convention 


A Lower Bucks County Justice 
of the peace yesterday came out 
in support of a convention to 
rewrite the state constitution, 
despite the vigorous campaign 
being waged against such a con­ 
vention by the organization to 
w hich most Pennsylvania J P’s 
belong. 
Reno 
J. 
Tritsehler, 
Bristol 
Township squire, told a Levit­ 
town political rally that he was 
in favor of a provision to be on 
the ballot election day, Nov. 5, 
which would set up such a con­ 
vention, with the new constitu­ 
tion to be ratified by the voters 
later. 
Revise System 
Tritsehler also suggested re­ 
vision of the system under which 
the state’s JP ’s now operate. 
The present system of fees as­ 
sessed by a JP, which govern 
his income, should be changed, 
Tritsehler said, and they should 
be put on a fixed salary. 
In 
addition, 
Tritsehler 
said 
that county courts should have 
some measure of control over 
JP courts and there should be 
uniformity 
in 
the number of 
people under a J P ’s jurisdiction. 
The State Magistrates’ Asso­ 
ciation, composed of JP ’s and 
other members of the minor 
judiciary, is opposed to both of 
these provisions. 
Tritsehler, a Democrat, who 
is a candidate for re-election 
and a resident of Croydon, cal­ 
led attention to lack of a state 
uniform meat inspection. 
He is business agent and leg­ 
islative representative for 
the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butchers’ Workmen’s Union and 
as such, Tritsehler said, 
has 
been active in attempting to get 
legislation passed which would 
provide for compulsory meat in­ 
spection by the state. 


Voluntary Basis 


At present, the only state in­ 
spection of meat is on a volun­ 
tary basis. 


The p r e s e n t constitution, 
Tritsehler said, is a “horse-and- 
buggy day” relic and not fitted 
to present-day needs. He called 
attention to the fiscal clauses 
which he said, are costing the 
taxpayers millions of dollars a 
year in unnecessary interest. 
The provision to be voted on 
Nov. 5 makes no mention of 
any potential changes in 
the 
constitution; it merely sets up 
a convention, with the delegates 
to make whatever changes they 
deem advisable. 
However a “ vote Yes” com ­ 
mittee appointed by Gov. Scran­ 
ton, in urging passage of the 
provision, has pointed to the JP 
system as one of those which 
need considerable revision.

TOKYO

Chinese 
Communist F o r e i g n minister 
Chen Yi admitted today in Pek­ 
ing that a series of economic 
disasters will delay his coun­ 
try’s production of an atomic 
bomb — and the means of de­ 
livering it — for several years. 
Chen spoke with a group of 
visiting Japanese newspapermen 
and his remarks were reported 
here by the Kyodo news agen­ 
cy. 
Chen, who also is d e p u t y 
premier, touched 
on 
a 
wide 
range of subjects, including Chi­ 
nese Communist membership in 
the United Nations, the Sino-So- 
viet dispute and Sino-Japanese 
relations. 
Chen said his nation lags far 
behind other industrial countries 
accounting for its slowness in 
atomic development, but that it 
will have to explode an atomic 
bomb within a few years or run 
the risk of degenerating into a 
“ sscond class or a third class 
nation,” Kyodo reported. 
He attacked the partial nu­ 
clear test ban treaty signed by 
the United States, Britain and 
the Soviet Union, saying it is 
aimed at making converging as­ 
saults on a 
nation that may 
want to conduct testing. China is 
“ready to repel such assaults,” 
he said. 
Chen said that along with nu­ 
clear bombs, Communist China 
will develop methods of deliver­ 
ing them. 
“ It may 
take 
a 
few 
more 
years before we actually hold 
nuclear weapons testing because 
our basic industries still lag be­ 
hind,” Chen said. 
But with or without atomic 
bombs. Communist China will 
“ never kneel before the United 
States,” he said.
